AN ACT

CONCERNING MILEAGE ALLOWANCES FOR STATE OFFICERS AND EMPLOY EES.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:

SECTION 1. 24-9-104 (2), Colorado Revised Statutes, is amended to read:

24-9-104. Mileage allowances. (2) On and after July 1, 3985 1999, state
officersand employees shall be all owed mileage fees of twenty TWENTY-EIGHT cents
per mile for each mile actually and necessarily traveled while on official state
business and, WHEN AUTHORIZED TO BE UTILIZED AND NECESSARY FOR OFFICIAL
STATEBUSlNESS fWEHt-y-f—GbH‘THIRTY TWO centsper mlewheﬁ FORfour wheel drive
vehiclesa 38
FORTY CENTS PER NAUTICAL MILE FOR PRIVATELY OWNED AIRCRAFT.

SECTION 2. Effectivedate. Thisact shall takeeffect July 1, 1999; except that
thisact shall not take effect unlessmoneysare appropriated for theincreased mileage
fees and the mileage fees for privately owned aircraft, as specified in the annual
general appropriations act or in any other act making an appropriation for the fiscal
year beginning July 1, 1999.
